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Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Minnesota -

Not to interfore with previoos lcenses or grants.

Be it enacted by the Legulative Assembly of the Territory of Minnesota :

Srcrion 1. That J. M. Thompson and C. G. Wykoff, their
executors, administratore or assigns shall have the exclusive
right and privilege for the period of fiifieen years of keeping
and maintaining a ferry across the Mississippi river at a
point within one mile of the mouth of the Winebago Creek,
in the County of Houston, Territory of Minnesota, and no
other ferry shall be established on said river within two
miles of said ferry, either above or below.

Szec. 2. That said J. M. Thompson and C. G. Wykoff, shall
at all times keep a safe boat in good order, sufficient for the-
accommodation of all persons wishing to cross at said ferry
